SILVER: WORKING by Haxp.—The 
Alta in its “Talk on Change,” bas 
the following: 


Silver miners are inquiring 
whether it is not possible to de- 
vise some plan by which two or 
three men, with a capital of $1,- 


and pulverize and reduce a quar- 
ter or half ton of ore per day, by 
their unassisted labor.. In many 
instances the ludes are thin, and 
do not yield enough to employ a 
large mill; and even if there were 
enuugh ore, still the discoverers 
have not the means to pay for a 
mill, and the minea must either 
remain ondeveloped or the dis- 
coverers must give away a large 
part of it to obtain a mill, which 
is not erected until after a 
long delay, and after erection, 
will probably not be well mana- 
ged. 
The miners now want some ma- 


of being worked by one ortwo men, 
to pulverize the largest quantity 
of ure pussible with the power. 
Two machines are competing 
for this demand. One is a mill 
of three seventy-pound stamps, 
weighing in all 800 pounds, and 
worth $300 or $400. The other 
one 1s Hiukle’s Grinder, weighing 
about 175 ponnds, and worth $75. 
Two of the three-stamp mills are 
at work near Aurera, and accor- 
ding to report, one man intwelve 
hours will pulverize from 300 to 
1000 pounds of ore, in proportion 
to its hardness. Several of Hin- 
kle’s Grinders are in use, and re- 
port speaks favorably of them. 
Time and practice: must. decide 
their respective merits. Hinkle’s 
Grinder takes ore crushed to the 
size of wheat, and grinds it fine, 
and amalgamates at the same 
time. The ore may be pounded 
to the requisite fineness by 
stamps, or crushed in a crusher 
which weighs 900 pounds, and 
costs $200. If the ore is pulver- 
ized fine, in a battery, any ordi- 
nary pan can be used for «malya- 
mation. Some miners hope for 
great benefits from the introdne- 


tion of such machines, which 


they regard as putting silver mi- 
ning on a level with placer mi- 
ning, opening an unlimited field 
for the poor laborer, with a pay 
more regular and a_ residence 
more permanent than those of the 
placer miner ever was.

Tho Indian Outbreak. 


Appearances indicate, that there is to- 
‘be some sharp work this side of the Mis- 
souri River during the coming summer. 
For a long time the Indians along the 
Platte have exhibited an unmistakeabte 
disposition for mischief which, from 
Whatever cause, has continued to devel- 
ope in boldness watil it bids fair to re- 
suitin a conflict of somewhat imposing 
prepertions. 

While it is, perhaps, impossibie in the 
nature of things to avoid, sooner or la- 
ter, an issne of this kind where the 
antipathies of civilization ang barbarism 
mevt. we believe in the present instance 
the cliinax has been reached unnecessa- 
riiy soon by the pursnit of a temporising 
policy, or more properly an entire want 
of pelicy. which neither enceurages 
friendship nor compels respect ia men, 
who constder warlike accomp!ishments 
ibe highest manly virtue. With these. 
the disposition to avoid always encour- 
ages attack; the motive is invariably 
mistaken and seldom accomplishes the 
object sought, but leads directly to the 
contrary result, 

During a considerable portion of last 
summer the maranding Indians had it 
pretty much their own way on the Over- 
land route. and now re-inforced. as we 
suppos», by levies from neighboring 
bands, they have taken possession of a 
portion of the road and seem disposed 


io “fight it out on that line.’ Meantime,. 


judging by the papers that come to us 
from beyond the mountains. the Colora- 
do people are having a free fight among 
themselves on the Indian war question, 
the storm is loud between the Chivs and 


-ant}Chiv's ; considerable editorial wrath 


and ink are wasted. while public opinion 
ecems about equally divided on the is- 


sue and somewhat demoralized. hanging 
fire in serions doubt as to whether the 


savages or Civilians are most to blame. 
Tbe innocent amusement of burning sta- 
tions and gathering scalps, in which the 
former are at present earnestly engaged, 
are not allowed to interfere in the small- 
est degree with the pleasure the latter 
take in calling each other uncompliment- 
ary names —in fact it seems to stimulate 
the pastime, 

It seems to us, that a little less squab- 
bling among themselves and more fight- 
ing the common enemy would better be- 
fit the occasion. It is worse than folly. 
at this late day. to continue a waste of 
words, that decide nothing, and the shed- 
ding of barinless ink to prove that the 
difficulty bas bad a cause. That is no 
longer the question—the Indians are on 
the war-path and must be subdued-—the 
emergency bas arrived and must be met 
—it is the stubborn fact itself with which 
it is now necessary to deal. There is 
but one sensible course to be pursued. 
the Indians have first to be brought to 
terms by the means they have chosen to 
revenge real or fancied injuries, and 
then, if they have any wrongs, redress 
them. This is the only rational method 
by which to bring such affairs to a suc- 
cessful issue and, at the same time, avoid 
the danger of their future recurrence. 
To do this. they need a clear bead and 
determined band in that direction, just 


now.
